Washington, Aug. 25 — Chinese officials ex- 


pressed the belief today that Li Hung Chang, the 
Chinese peace envoy, had started for Pekin or Tien 
Tsin. While there is said to be no official adyices 
to this effect yet it is'so inaccordancewiththeexpec- 
tation of the- Chinese course, the officials accept it 
as a fact. 


If this proves to be correct it may bring about 


an early opportunity for personal exchanges be- 
tween Earl Li and the commanders of the allies and 
th ©ministers of the powers. 


The Chinese government has 
been 
entirely 


silent since the capture of Pekin except in the 
communications from Li Hung Chang and up to the 
present time Minister Wu has received no word re- 
sponsive to the American memorandum which was 
sent him by Secretary Adee last Wednesday. Three 
days haye elapsed and there has been ample time 
for Li Hung Chang to formulate his next move. 


In the circumstances it is felt he accepts the 


American and German answers, and such others as 
may have reached him, as negativing any present 
present prospect of negotiations along the lines he 
proposed. 


The opinion is expressed that this will prolong 


the uncertainties of the diplomatic situation, during 
which Earl Li will seek to meet the requirements 
laid down by the United States and the other pow- 
ers, while the powers will endeavor to reach some* 
common ground of understanding for the future.

f Washington, Aus. 25.—The cabinet

The published 
report that she has actually- taken this 
ptep undoubtedly is disturbing to the ad- 
tainlatraHen. inasmuch as su^i action 
iwould gr««.tly complicate the situation 
End probably paralyze the president's 
fefforts to bring about an early peace. 
jphls apprehension tsMjomewhat intensi- 
ped by the £a^ that Germany also may 
bontemplate «. d'eolaratiojj of war. No 
reliable information to that effect has 
reached the eorerrnment, but it Is re- 
garded as not altogether imposedble, in 
,|riew of the murder of the German min- 
ister, ao*the recent reported utterances 
Df the emperor and Field Mg^shal Count 
U'aldsrsee, that measures of the most 
Drastic character may be in contem- 


general, whose- death Is re- 


ported bj Qoiisul Fowler. 


Regarding the attitude of this govern- 


faent in case serious differences among 
tne powers should arise as to their future 
itourse In China, it was stated on au- 
Ithorlty that this government remained 
(opposed to any territorial division of 
China, as was plainly stated iV Secretary 
Bay's note of July 3. Every resource of 
(diplomacy will be exhausted to prevent 
partition of the empire, and it was said 
that the diversion of American troops to 
Manila, already announced by the war 
department, was practical evidence to 
Ithe other powers of the good faith of the 
United States in this matter.

'It is felt that her rights AS to commercial 
(freedom are too cleaj- to be gainsaid by

, After the cabinet meeting yesterday 
f there waa an extended conference at the 
*!Whlt* House, in which Secretary Root 
ipnd Acting Secretary Ad«eparticipated, 
iffhe conference related to Chinese af- 
Ifairs, aad it was said to be confined 
largely to considering messages received 
trom other powers on the subject and in 
drafting anewara to them.

Ruhlin and Sharkey, and now it is up 
to Jeffries to give Bob a show to re- 
trieve his lost championship laurels 
which be lost to Jeffries 14 months.ago in 
this same club'house.

to be in first-class condition, and they

Tells of His Own Seeingt. 


WiH a shark bite a living human be- 


ing? The question has been debated hun- 
dreds of times and came up for discus- 
sion among a little party at. a suburban 
resort. "In spite of the current legend," 
said one of the group, "I don't believe 
sharks will attack a living person. I 
have spent my life near the sea and have 
heard a hundred stories of swimmers be- 
ing killed or bitten by the monsters, but 
all the tales were either at second band 
or were so Vague they would never have 
passed for evidence in court." 


"Well, sir," said another of the party, 


*'I believe sharks do kill men, and I have 
the best' of reasons for my belief.

GENERAL CHAFFEE'S REPORT. 


The government, desiring complete 


Jnfozun'atiott as to the conditions in 
China, wired General Chaffee for a re- 
port to sTipplement the report of Min- 
ister Conger, who, it was thought, 
might be biased because of the strain 
of the siege in Pekin. General Chaffee 
has pepJted, and It is asserted that he 
renortts the work! of the An^erican 
troops has been completed and that 
the troops should be withdrawn. It is 
aJfio asserted, that the government, be- 
lieving General Chaffee assumes the 
military point of view only, will not 
order the immediate withdrawal of the 
United. States forces. 


It would appear that the government 


•was acting1 most wisely in not being 
to. haste to withdraw the troops. From 
all the reports coming from Ptekin 
and. all other points M. is clear that 
order is far from being restored. There 
fe no government and no central au- 
thority in China. 
All this being BO 


how can th/e United States government 
•withdraw its troops at once and feel 
that anything has been accomplished 
for the security of life and property 
In China? Besides the presence of a 
United states force will have -weighty 
«ffect in influencing the disposition of 
affairs to which the United States is 
pledged. The United States is not in 
China for territory nor for anything 
else but order and safety out of an- 
archy and peril and for the mainten- 
ance of her treaty rights. It is the 
duty of the United States to slay on 
the .ground BO long as she can be of 
service to the fthnese nation, the for- 
eigner in China and to her own lawful 
commercial interests. She must in- 
sist, up to the point of being unfriend- 
ly with tho powers, upom Chinese in- 
tegrity or abandon he» rights in China. 
A pretty mess would result 
ff the 


United, States should sail away and 
leave China to be made patchwork of 
by Russia, Germany and perhaps some 
of the crther powers. What would then 
have become of United States rights 
under treaty with the Chinese govern- 
ment? it would not be advisable for 
the United States to face a war with 
any of the powers in defense of ffl'ese 
rights, but it is advisable to go as far 
a« possible without involving this g-ov- 
ernment. Already the United States 
has shown good faith by directing all 
the troops on the way) to China to 
Manila, and there is no room to ac- 
cuse thla government of having deep 
«tchem*8 of aggrandizement in permit- 
ting troops to remain in the emi>lro 
until the air !• a little cleared. 


It la tOf tbe diplomacy, ot the United 


States to bring1 about a satisfactory 
state of affairs in China, being1 pre- 
pared to the meantime for new out- 
breaks. Of course, should Russia de- 
clare war against china, and It is re- 
ported she has already done so, the 
United States could do nothing1 but 
withdraw! at once to maintain the po- 
sition ot a neutral

"I hare witnessed some queer fights in 


ny time," said my friend, the naturalist, 
"and been told of others «Qual!y strange,

and the wild, and very often thes« two 
classes pitted against each other. I onqe 
heard a terrible outcry among the geese 
swimming on a pond, and on going to 
eee what th<s matter was beheld an im- 
mense gray eagle which had buried his 
tabus in the back of an ancient gander. 
The latter was making all the noiae be 
could, and on seeing me swam directly 
toward me. Tha eagle tried to rise with

SUPPLIES FOR TROOPS. 


Cbine*e Port Open In Winter Wbeve 


They May Be Landed. 


Previous to the capture of Peking 


and while there existed some question 
as to what would be done with the 
United States troops already In China 
the quarter m aMtffl- and commissary de- 
partments at Washington took into 
consideration the subject of supplies 
for the troops should it be found neces- 
sary for them to remain in China dur* 
Ing the winter. Owing to the blockade 
of ice ta the gulf of Pe-chHl It was 
known that it would be impracticable 
to transport supplies to be landed at 
Taku, and unless some other port could 
be found the supplies would have to be 
shipped within the nest 30 days in or- 
der to be landed. 


The war department has received In- 


formation that there is an open port 
during the winter at Shan Hai KJuan, 
near Lin Yu, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 
Supplies can be landed by 


tugs 'and lighters at this port during 
the entire year and can be sent by rail 
to a point opposite Taku, the railroad 
connecting -with the same road that 
runa from Taku through Tten-tsin and 
on toward Peking. 
The commissary 


department has ascertained that suffi- 
cient quantities of fresh beef can be 
sent to supply the troops all winter, 
•which -was one of the doubtful ques- 
tions •when the matter was first consid- 
ered. The port of Shan Hai Kuan is 
the one selected by the Germans for 
lauding troops now on the way to Chi- 
na and is almost directly east of Pe- 
king.

them to get relief.

|the hold, the cook went down with jute 
Shagging tied over his nose and mouth to 
keep out the fumea, but after a couple of 
trips ho faintedj and they sent me in. 
Two descents laid me out. I thought I 
was going to die. In my time I've seen 
[folks that were tolerable seasick, but 
'all they did was a maiden's sigh to my 
performances. ,If it wasn't convulsions, 
it was so mighty near it that I thought 
I was gone and felt like I couldn't go 
too quick to euit myself. They brought

I "The fact is that in the tropics almost 
any cargo you have kind of tinges existj 
ence for you. Oil is pretty tough, partic- 
ularly petroleum.

Rio happened to 
be the nearest port, and, though it wa» 
.far out of their course, they put for it al 
|the only chance of saving their lives. I'd 
'hate to see again such a looking lot as 
jthey were. They were dried out like 
I mummies and so weak that I don't see 


• how they ever worked the ship at all. 
|When they got in, we thought at first it 
,wa3 black smallpox, they were such fear- 
itul looking objects. When they did get 
aweet 'water again, they drank till I 
thought they'd burst, and how they did 
'fight when we tried ,to get the pannikins 
'away for fear they'd kill themselves! 
iBome of 'em died in the hospital from 
ithe effects. I never shipped on a pine 
loaded ship after seeing that"—New 
Xork Sun.

"TO LOOK AT THE BOOKS."
